There is a certain grim irony in 
the undoubted fact that now, when 
it is needed most, the world’s sym- 
pathy with the real victims of the 
Courriéres disaster has begun to 
wane, says John N. Raphael in the 
Daily Express, By real victims I 
mean neither the poor men who have 
perished in the mine oor their 
families alone.

M. Bastin, a wealthy railway con- 
tractor, and Mayor of Annemasse 
(near Orange), was murdered in the 
train by which he was travelling 
from Lyons to Orange last week. 

His murderer, a man of thirty-five 
named Redier, occupied a third-class 
carriage when the train leftLyons. 
He quarrelled with the other oecu- 
pant ol the compartment, a gendarme 14 
and at the next stop the gendarme 
complained to the officials.

| corridor portion of the train. The

A - soldier. named -Rosinski, sen 
tenced to death, has made a sensa 
tional escape from his cell in the 
prison at Posen, 

Elaborate. precautions were taken 
to guard the murderer. A sentry 
was stationed before the door day 
and night, and there were two peep 
holes in the. door to allow a con- 
tinuous supervision of the prisoner. 

In spite of this, Rosinski contrived 
to hs hir a straw figure, using his 
mattress and other odds-and-ends, 
and placed it in his bed, so that 
when the sentry looked through the 
peepholes he believed Rosinski was 
asleep. 

Instead, the prisoner proceeded to 
bore a hole through the floor—with 
what implements it is unknow¥n—and 
then dropped through the hole int 
an unoccupied open cell beneath. 

Rosinski walked out along the 
corridors, and reached the exit un 
molested. He found the prison gate 
barred, but entered an adjoining 
room, and escaped through a window 
8ft. above the ground, á 

In doing this he wounded him- 
self severely, and bloodstains re- 
vealed the first part of the road he 
took after his escape. Several. hours 
elapsed before it was discovered that 
he had disappeared.

Pekins consist of five sub-varieties 
or  colours—the ` Buffs, Blacks, 
Cuckoos, Whites, and Partridge, all 
of which resemble in shape and style 
the large Cochins. The three points 
--shape, carriage, and smallness of 
size — are those which weigh very 
heavily with judges when adjudicat- 
ing in Pekin bantams, therefore the 
breeder should be most particular to 
well consider these when mating up 
the ‘stock birds, for a faulty-shaped 
stock hen will produce many chickens 
of the same shape as herself. A de- 
ficiency of toe feather is another 
point to be guarded against, as a 
Pekin. with mean foot-feathering is 
not worth much, for it is important 
that the feathers on the foot should 
extend right down the centre toe 
almost to the nail. Pekin bantams 
may be considered a fairly hardy 
race; fair as layers, and good as sit- 
ters and mothers. Perhaps the one

Milk Paint as a Wood 
| Preservative. 

A use to which skim milk, sour 

milk, butter-milk, or even whale 
| sweet milk is not often put is paint 
| making, yet this product of the 
dairy makes possibly one of the most 
enduring, preservative, respectable. 
| and inexpensive paints for barns and 
í outbuildings. It costs little more 
| than whitewash, provided no great 
value is attached to the milk, and 
it is a question whether for all kinds 
of eiir k work it does not serve all 
the purposes of the ready-mixed 
paint, or even prime lead and paint 
mixed in the best linseed oil, It is 
made as follows, and no more should 
be mixed than is used that day : Stir 
into lgal. of milk about 3lb. of Port 
land cement, and add sufficient 
Venetian red paint powder to impart 
a good colour. Any other coloured 
paint powder may be used. The milk 
will hold- tho paint in suspension, 
but the cement, being very heavy. 
will sink to the bottom, so that it 
becomes necessary to keep the mix 
ture well stirred with a paddle. This 
feature of the stirring is the only 
drawback to the paint, and as its 
efficiency depends upon administer 
ing a good coating of cement, it is 
not safe to Teave its application to 
untrustworthy or careless help. Six 
hours after being applied, this paint 
will be as immovable and unaffected 
by. water as month-old oil paint. ! 
| have heard of buildings twenty years 
| old painted in this manner in which 
the wood was well preserved. The 
effect of such a coating seems to be 
to petrify the surface of the wood 
Whole milk is better than butter 
milk or skim-milk, as it contains more 
oil; and this is the constituent which 
sets the cement. If mixed with 
water instead of milk the wash rubs 
and soaks off readily.

Salads with haricot or butter beans 
added would of course be nourishing ; 
so would salads with cheese in them. 

Others are very poor in body- 
building elements. But they are 
valuable as giving us not only pleasant 
refreshment, but also soft water in a 
pure form, with a certain number of 
cleansing and otherwise precious 
“ salts.” 

Here isa good salad : 

Tbe heart of one lettuce, the tops 
ofa bunch of watercresses, a small 
piece of cucumber, a small piece of 
boiled carrot, a small piece of beetroot, 
a small onion, a little parsley, two thin 
slices of tomato (do not use the outside 
pieces ; use only the juicy insides, with 
as little skin as you can manage). 

Put the lettuce and cress into a 
salad-bowl and mix them with the 
parsley, which should be in very 
small pieces. Then cut up the carrot, 
onion, beetroot, and cucumber, and 
sprinkle them on the top. 

Then dress the bowl with whole 
leaves of lettuce and cress; this will 
please the eye. 

Next take your dressing and pour it 
on the top, but do not mix it with tho 
other ingredients. 

Keep your materials fresh. Do not 
prepare the salad till just before it is 
wanted.

Hassall, the most prolific pòster- 
designer of the day. 

This poster, designed to advertise 
Nestlé's milk, showed’a Swiss milk- 
maid seated before a cow whose 
frisky capers were extremely funny. 
The after-dinner cow was the work 
of Hassall, the delicate, refined face 
and well-drawn figure of the milk- 
maid that of Hardy. For the con- 
densed milk firm Hassall has designed 
several most humorous posters. One, 
to be seen everywhere a few months 
ago, was entitled “ Where are you 
going, my pretty maid? ” and de- 
pieted a jovial-looking, stout farmer 
asking the question of an equally 
stout. milkmaid. The expressions on 
the faces of both were in. Hassal’s 
exquisite style. The two cats perched 
on the garden wall, the thin, hungry- 
looking tabby, a picture of woe, and 
the sleek, well-fed white one, with 
artfulness shown in every line of its 
fat face, was another of Hassall’s 
famous Nestlé’s milk posters, The 
fat cat was chafling’its thin companion 
on the fact that it did not look too 
thriving on skimmed milk. Humour, 
in fact, is not absent from any of 
Hassall’s thousand and odd designs. 
His two latest pesters, that of a 
small çu whose shy, wistful face ‘is 
framed in a big flop hat, and who is 
carrying a basket in order to take 
home a jar of Keiller’s Dundee mar- 
malade, and that of the affrighted 
slavey fleeing with gaping eyes be- 
fore. a vacuum cleaner, show the 
broad and delicate sense of Hassall’s 
humour. 

The Bovril posters, “ Alas! my 
poor brother,” a bullock gazing 
sorrowfully at a bottle of the con- 
centrated remains of his old com- 
panion, and its fellow poster, “Å hear 
they want more,” showing a look of 
mingled terror and rage on fhe face 
of the bull listening to his friend’s 
message, are well-known samples of 
humorous poster art, 

Cecil Aldin invariably introduces 
dogs, cows, and horses into his pos 
ters, and often a delightful little red 
haired boy. He ' plays a whistle 
prettily in a Nestlé’s milk cow- 
house, and figures again in a famous 
Colman starch design. His delicate 
humour and splat drawing ex- 
plain why Cecil Aldin’s work is so 
vastly popular. 

Two posters advertising Ogden's 
cigarettes were particularly humorous. 
In one a boy in an Eton suitis to be 
séeh digging véry deep into his 
trousers pecket in a search for the 
threepenny-bit he has spent on fags, 
all the while a church sidesman holds 
a collecting plate before him. ‘‘ Not

ter’s appropriate title. The other 
entitled ‘‘ Beware of Imitations,” de- 
posa a ragged little urchin with a 
room under his arm and an “end” 
in his mouth, aping the walk and 
style of an  immaculately-dréssed 
swell strolling immediately in ‘front 
of him. 

A funny poster is that advertising 
Singer’s sewing machine. In this a 
small boy, hardly knowing whether 
to laugh or cry, is shown having a 
patch fixed on the seat of his 
trousers from which his legs still 
dangle dangerously. Yet one of the 
most humorous of posters has recently 
been taken off the hoardings of Lon- 
don and is now busy touring the 
provinces, and is also to be seen in 
America. It is illustrative of Mr. 
Barrie's famous children’s play 
“ Peter Pan.” 

This Jeda is said to have been 
designed by Master Ben Nicholson, 
the" seven-year-old son of William 
Nicholson, the poster artist, better 
known as one of the “ Beggarstaff 
Brothers.” .
